The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose/teach an intermediate refractory metal coating on the terminal 
pin for a medical device feedthrough apparatus. The purpose of this layer is to serve 
facilitate adhesion of the noble metal conductive coating. The prior art fails to teach any 
refractory metal coating, let alone any reason to place a refractory metal coating prior to 
the noble metal coating.
